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3 . The persons specified in rule 1 who wish to use the 
library are required to make a deposit of Rs. 20 with the 
librarian. The deposit will ordinarily be returned when the 
person notifies that he no longer desires to borrow books. 

4. A borrower who personally takes out a book will sign 
a register in the library and will thereafter be responsible for 
the book in the same way as is a borrower by post, and the 
same rules will apply to him. 

5. A borrower by post will send a written requisition in 
the prescribed form to the librarian, whereupon the book will 
be sent to him by post at the expense of the library. 

6. Not more than two volumes may be taken out at a 
time by one person. But the Principal of an affiliated college 
may requisition for and obtain four volumes with a view to 
passing on one or more of them to members of his staff. Any 
member of the staff may personally take out one or two 
volumes, provided that the Principal has not borrowed more 
than two volumes at that time. The Principal will in all 
cases remain responsible for the books. 

7. If a book when requisitioned is not available, the appli¬ 
cant’s name will be put on a waiting list. 

8. A borrower on receiving a book should acknowledge 
its receipt by post card. 

9. No book may be kept for more than ten days at a time 
by the same borrower. This period will be exclusive of the 
time occupied in transmission to and fro by post. 

10. On the expiry of not more than ten days from the 
receipt of a book, the borrower should return the book either 
by hand or through the registered parcels post at his own 
cost. 

11. The responsibility for books borrowed will rest with 
the borrower till he receives a post card from the Bureau 
acknowledging return of them. 

12. No books may be taken out of India. 

13. Books of reference may not be borrowed from the 
library. 

14. Breach of any of these rules or damage or marking 
of books may be followed by forfeiture of the borrower’s 
deposit (or such part of it as is required to make good damage 
to or loss of books), or by the removal of the person s name 
hem the list of sanctioned borrowers, or by both.
